New  V'P  Likes  Response

A  spirit  of  student  openness  and 
willingness  to  communicate  ideas  and 
suggestions  frankly  and  honestly  has 
made  a  rapid,  positive  impression  on 
William  Maniscalco,  vice-president  for 
student  affairs,  as  he  carries  his  theme 
“community”  into  the  fourth  week  of 
Saint  Joseph’s  1981-82  school  year. 

“As  I  visited  the  dorms  during  the 
first  week,  I  was  welcomed  with  a  co¬ 
operative  spirit  which  was  reinforced 
by  conversations  with  students. 

“I  think,  generally,  that  students 
realize  that  our 
policies  are  fair 
and  have  been  con¬ 
cerned  with  the 
steady  decline  in 
the  study  environ¬ 
ment  on  campus. 
I  feel  these  con¬ 
versations  with 
students  wiU  help 
myself  and  my 
staff  to  direct  our 
Maniscalco  attention  toward 
achieving  our  objectives,”  comments 
Maniscalco. 

Pohcies  affecting  student  life  have 
not  been  changed  very  much,  but 
Maniscalco  says  what  is  important  is 
that  the  student  services  staff  and 
resident  assistants  believe  in  and  sup¬ 
port  these  pohcies. 

“What  I  really  want  to  see  is 
students  taking  control  of  their 
lives,”  he  stresses.  “Alcohol  abuse 
wiU  not  completely  diminish  on  this 
campus,  but  many  of  our  problems 
stem  from  a  lack  of  self-worth. 


“If  people  think  about  what  they 
are  doing,  and  rethink  what  they  do, 
we  wiU  have  a  successful  semester.  I 
do  not  foresee  a  smooth  semester,  but 
a  moving,  flexible  one,”  says  Mani¬ 
scalco. 

Discipline  consumes  only  ten  per¬ 
cent  of  Maniscalco’s  time  while  the 
other  90  percent  is  directed  toward 
program  development  and  looking  to 
the  future. 

Developing  a  community  service 
center  is  just  one  of  his  plans.  Getting 
the  students  involved  with  the  com¬ 
munity,  whether  it  be  going  to  the 
hospital  to  visit  the  sick  or  reading  a 
book  to  the  aged  at  the  retirement 
center,  is  among  his  desired  accom¬ 
plishments. 

“Getting  people  involved  is  what  it 
is  all  about.  The  defining  ‘Puma’  con¬ 
test  is  a  great  idea  because  it  en¬ 
courages  student  participation  and 
forces  students  to  think,”  comments 
Maniscalco. 

Aiding  Maniscalco  in  program  de¬ 
velopment  is  his  student  service  staff. 
Adult  residents  play  an  important 
part  in  the  development  of  the  com¬ 
munity;  first  of  all,  they  act  as  models 
for  students  and  secondly,  they  help 
develop  student  input. 

It  is  these  assistants  and  R.A.’s  as 
well  as  security,  student  security, 
faculty  and  the  students  themselves 
who  contribute  to  the  enforcement  of 
the  policies.  And  it  is  up  to  those  in¬ 
dividuals  to  use  their  judgment  as  to 
the  enforcing  of  rules,  Maniscalco 
points  out.

Director  Added  To  Theater  Department;  ^  ^ 

Columbian  Players  Expect  Busy  Year

Taking  the  director’s  chair  for  most 
of  Saint  Joe’s  theatrical  productions 
this  year  is  Brother  James  Mignerey, 
who,  along  with  Saint  Joe’s  Colum¬ 
bian  Players  —  the  talented  team  of 
thespians  —  hopes  to  present  a  year 
of  box-office  smashes. 

Mignerey  is  no  stranger  to  Saint 
Joe’s.  He  graduated  here  in  1974  and 
received  his  master’s  degree  in  theater 
arts  and  dance  from  Akron  (Ohio) 
University  in  1980.  He  formerly 
taught  at  a  Cincinnati  grade  school 
and  taught  speech,  theater  arts  and 
music  at  Bruimerdale  High  School 
Seminary  in  Canton,  Ohio. 

How  does  he  feel  about  returning  to 
his  alma  mater? 

“While  I  was  a  student  here,  I 
learned  so  much  from  Dr.  Ralph  Cap- 
puccilli;  I  gained  much  training  and 
support  from  him.  When  Doc  ap¬ 
proached  me  to  come  and  teach  here,  I 
was  more  than  happy  to  join  him  and 
Fred  Berger  in  the  communications 
department,”  says  Mignerey. 

Mignerey  adds  that  he  is  very  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  communications  de¬ 
partment,  because  three  major  areas 
are  covered  within  the  department: 
theater  arts,  mass  media,  and  speech. 
However,  he  is  especially  pleased 
with  the  theater  arts  aspect  of  the 
department. 

Claims  Mignerey,  “I  am  very  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  many  experienced 
theater  people  here;  the  talent  is  in 
fact  much  better  here  than  at  a  lot  of 
university  theaters.  I  can  especially 
cite  a  staff  of  nearly  ten  dedicated 
people  who  really  knock  themselves 
out.” 

In  comparing  the  present  theater 
department  with  his  past  theatrical 
experiences  here  as  a  student,  Mig¬ 
nerey  stresses  that  enthusiasm  and 
dramatic  skills  have  been  maintained. 


“There  is  stiU  a  definite  driving 
force  within  the  theater  department. 
One  thing  that  has  improved  over  the 
years  is  that  a  good  working  relation¬ 
ship  between  the  music  and  theater 
departments  has  been  estabhshed,” 
he  comments.  “However,  one  thing 
that  the  theater  department  can 
never  get  enough  of  is  financial  back¬ 
ing.  There  is  still  a  need  for  new  equip¬ 
ment.  The  present  equipment  has  been 
maintained  well,  but  money  is  stUl 
needed  for  additional  things.  The 
theater  facilities  would  also  be  a  lot 
safer  with  new  equipment,  or  at  least 
they  could  be  made  safer  by  updating 
what  we  currently  have.  We  will  go 
strong  with  our  present  budget  and 
flourish  at  any  cost,  hopefully  in¬ 
creasing  dramatic  quality  with  each 
production.” 

Mignerey  points  out,  “I  think  that 
people  involved  in  the  student 
administration  and  academic  ad¬ 
ministration  are  eager  to  help  make 


some  changes  so  that  within  a  year,  a 
few  dreams  may  come  true.  They 
seem  to  realize  that  a  hberal  arts 
education  cannot  exist  without  a 
thriving  theater  department.” 

As  a  lifetime  member  of  the  Colum¬ 
bian  Players,  Mignerey  hopes  to  work 
closely  with  them,  sharing  their  en¬ 
thusiasm.  “I  like  to  be  around  people 
who  enjoy  theater  as  much  as  I  do,” 
he  says. 

Ask  any  Columbian  Player  and 
they  will  be  proud  to  say  that  their 
club  is  the  oldest  on  campus,  origina¬ 
ting  as  far  back  as  1892.  Club  officers 
this  year  are:  Marti  Kooi,  president; 
Scott  Flood,  vice-president;  and  Ja- 
neen  Wenstrup,  secretary-treasurer. 

“The  Lion  in  Winter”  is  the  first 
production  this  year,  scheduled  for 
Parents’  Weekend,  Oct.  2-4.  Five 
other  performances  are  planned,  in¬ 
cluding  a  spring  musical.  Each  semes¬ 
ter  will  include  a  play  directed  by  a 
gifted  student.

“The  S.A.  feels  it  important  for 
students  to  meet  one  another,  and  for 
this  purpose,  controUed  parties  and 
events  should  be,  and  are  being  ar¬ 
ranged.  ControUed  parties  and  activi¬ 
ties  of  dorm  and  campus  origin  are 
stressed,”  he  says.

This  year  a  new 
student  helper  loan  service  is  admin¬ 
istered  by  the  S.A.  for  students  who 
are  in  dire  need  of  a  smaU  loan  (up  to 
$50).  These  loans  had  been  previously 
administered  by  the  college  beuik  and 
have  been  a  great  help  to  students  in 
the  past. 

“I  do  feel  things  at  Saint  Joe  are 
improving,”  states  Ghilarducci.  “If 
social,  academic,  and  student  life  are 
to  be  at  their  best,  the  Student  Asso¬ 
ciation  requires  attendance,  support, 
and  participation.”

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Postal  Increase  Sparks  Controuersy

Every  year  when  students 
return  from  their  summer 
vacations,  they  notice  the 
changes  that  have  taken  place 
on  campus.  Most  of  these 
changes  are  physical  improve¬ 
ments  or  new  personnel  hired 
over  the  summer.  But,  one  of 
the  changes  most  students 
were  least  prepared  for  this 
year  was  the  fee  hike  to  rent  a 
post  office  box. 

Last  year,  this  fee  was  a 
reasonable  $3.75.  Well,  the 
days  when  someone  could  give 
the  postmaster  a  five-doUar 
bill  to  rent  a  box  and  expect 
change  back  are  over  (maybe 
for  good).  As  you  are  all  well 
aware,  this  year’s  fee  is  $15. 

“The  reason  for  the  almost 
450  percent  increase  over  last 
year’s  rental  fee  is  a  new  law 
that  is  being  enforced  which 
pertains  to  colleges  and  insti¬ 
tutions,’’  explains  James 
Sweeney,  Rensselaer  post¬ 
master.  “In  past  years,  the 
U.S.  Postal  Service  granted 
reduced  rental  rates  to  col¬ 
leges  and  other  institutions 
because  of  a  grandfather 
clause  which  permitted  this 
practice.  The  new  law  no  longer 
recognizes  the  clause.  Saint 
Joseph’s  is  now  being  charged 
the  standard  fee  any  person 
would  pay  for  the  rental  of  a 
box  for  nine  months.” 

Because  of  this  incredible 
increase  in  just  one  year  for  a 
post  office  box,  several  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  administration.

faculty,  and  even  students 
have  wondered  about  edtema- 
tive  methods  of  mail  delivery 
for  Saint  Joseph’s,  which 
would  also  be  efficient,  accur¬ 
ate,  and,  more  importantly, 
economical.  Other  college 
campuses  have  their  own  mail 
delivery  system.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  neighboring  Purdue  Uni¬ 
versity  in  West  Lafayette, 
Ind.,  has  an  alternate  delivery 
system. 

“In  fact,  quite  a  few  years 
ago.  Saint  Joe’s  also  had  a 
‘contract’  agreement  with  the 
Rensselaer  post  office.  This 
agreement  relieved  the  U.S. 
Postal  Service  of  all  liability 
once  the  mail  was  delivered  to 
a  specified  area.  From  there, 
the  mail  was  sorted  and  dis¬ 
tributed  by  the  college’s  per¬ 
sonnel,”  Sweeney  recalls. 

Possibly  it  is  time  for  us  to 
once  again  return  to  the  inde¬ 
pendent  form  of  mail  delivery, 
but  the  issue  is  not  that  sim¬ 
ple;  there  are  several  advan¬ 
tages  we  presently  receive 
that  would  be  missed  under 
an  alternate  system  and  are 
expensive  to  replace.  Present¬ 
ly,  the  college  not  only  has  all 
of  its  mail  sorted  and 
dehvered,  but  it  is  also  picked 
up. 

Under  an  independent  sys¬ 
tem,  the  overhead  involved  in 
paying  college  personnel  to 
sort  and  dehver  the  mail  must 
be  taken  into  account,  not  to 
mention  the  money  that  would 
be  spent  on  gas  because  we 
wouldn’t  have  a  continuing 
pickup  service.  New  boxes 
would  also  have  to  be  replaced 
since  the  ones  in  use  now  are 
government  property  and 
would  not  be  sold  to  the  col¬ 
lege. 

Students  should  be  aware 
of  the  fact  that  alternative 
methods  of  delivering  the  mail 
do  exist  and  are  in  practice  on 
other  campuses.  There  are 
pros  and  cons  to  both  of  these 
systems  and  maybe  even  room 
for  a  compromise  to  be  worked 
out  between  the  two  systems. 

As  the  cost  of  a  college 
education  continues  to  rise, 
with  no  end  in  sight,  all 
students  should  be  concerned 


about  an  increase  in  any  fee 
levied  against  them.  Faculty 
members  have  expressed  to 
the  administration  their  dis¬ 
like  for  the  postal  rental  hike. 
Students,  too,  who  are  often 
on  a  more  stringent  budget 
than  the  faculty,  should  also 
ban  together  to  keep  the  cost 
of  mail  dehvery  as  economical 
as  possible. 

A  committee  should  be 
formed  that  would  consist  of 
members  of  the  administra¬ 
tion,  faculty,  and  students  to 
study  this  complex  issue  of 
other  modes  of  mail  dehvery. 
Only  then  will  we  really  know 
if  the  present  system  is  the 
best  one  for  Saint  Joseph’s 
College,  Rensselaer,  Indiana 
47978.

rather,  we’d  like  to  develop  a 
good,  solid  ground  game. 
Don’t  get  me  wrong,  the  ball 
will  be  in  the  air  quite  a  bit. 
But  every  good  passing  game 
needs  a  complementary  ground 
game.”  Mariani  also  looks  for 
a  lot  of  offense  in  Saturday’s 
season  opener  against  tough 
conference  foe  Franklin. 

Aggressiveness  has  long 
been  the  trademark  of  the 
Puma  defense,  and  defensive 
coordinator  Rich  Wheeler  sees 
no  change  for  this  fall.  Says 
Wheeler,  “We’ve  got  to  be  ag¬ 
gressive,  especially  against 
Frankhn.

Course  Helps  Referees

For  years,  complaints  against  the  officiating  have  been 
a  commonplace  occurrence  in  the  intramural  program  here 
at  Saint  Joseph’s.  However,  with  the  beginning  of  a  new 
officiating  class,  improved  officiating  may  soon  become  a 
welcome  reality. 

The  class,  which  is  being  conducted  by  cross  country 
coach  Dave  Smith,  an  Indiana  High  School  Athletic  Associ¬ 
ation-sanctioned  official,  and  assistant  football  coach  Rich 
Wheeler,  who  has  been  a  coach  since  he  graduated  from 
Saint  Joseph’s  in  1971  and  a  certified  official  in  Wisconsin 
for  six  years,  is  worth  two  credit  hours.  “Many  people  feel  it 
is  too  much  of  a  hassle  to  officiate  intramurals,”  says  Smith, 
“and  by  giving  them  credit  hours  as  a  compensation,  we 
hope  to  draw  out  the  better  officials.” 

This  class  is  sanctioned  by  the  IHSAA  and  consists  of  a 
three-to-four  hour  seminar  on  the  structures  of  the  various 
sports  and  how  the  IM  directors  would  lil<e  to  see  things  run. 
Along  with  the  seminar,  the  students  must  read  three  offici¬ 
ating  manuals.  Much  of  the  class  is  spent  actively  officiating 
intramural  sports. 

As  well  as  teaching  the  rules  and  structures  of  the 
various  games.  Smith  and  Wheeler  will  help  the  students 
prepare  mentally  for  the  task  of  officiating.  “An  athlete 
wants  to  see  an  official  have  knowledge  and  control  of  the 
game,”  says  Wheeler. 

Both  coaches  emphasize  that  the  officials  can  go  into  a 
game  knowing  that  the  IM  directors  will  support  them  in 
their  decisions  this  year.

Optimism  is  the  key  for  the 
Halleck  Student  Union  Board 
(HSUB)  which  plans  more  ac¬ 
tivities  for  this  year  as  well  as 
activities  that  were  successful 
last  year. 

“One  of  the  main  goals  I 
have  is  to  see  a  general  im¬ 
provement  of  the  student  at¬ 
titude  concerning  HSUB.  I 
really  would  like  to  stress  stu¬ 
dent  input  and  participation 
so  that  we  can  get  activities 
together  that  students  really 
want,”  explains  Ann  Reis, 
HSUB  executive  director. 

The  Student  Union  Board 
started  in  1979  to  promote 
HaUeck  Center  and  to  try  to 
make  Halleck  a  stronger  focal 
point  of  student  activities. 
The  board  consists  of  a  senior 
board  of  directors  in  finance, 
commxinications,  leadership, 
special  events,  and  school 
spirit.  A  junior  board  and 
auxiliary  board  works  with 
the  directors  of  the  senior 
board  on  different  activities. 

“We  are  branching  away 
from  Halleck  somewhat,  but 
our  original  purpose  has  re¬ 
mained  the  same.  Some  of  the 
events  that  we  are  planning 
would  be  impossible  to  con¬ 
duct  in  Halleck  Center,”  Reis 
comments. 

The  Student  Union  Board 
remains  different  from  the 
Student  Association.  “Our 
budget  is  much  smaller  and 
we  concentrate  on  weekly  ac¬ 
tivities  during  the  week 
whereas  the  S.A.’s  main  con¬ 
centration  is  the  weekends,” 
Reis  reports. 

This  year,  as  in  every  year, 
HSUB  sponsored  a  c^endar 
sale  to  provide  a  useful  ser¬ 
vice  to  the  student  body.  “We 


are  strictly  a  service-oriented 
group  and  we  do  not  gain  any 
profit  from  the  calendar  sales. 
In  fact,  we  even  took  a  loss 
this  year  on  them,”  Reis  says. 

Proms  used  to  be  held  on 
campus  during  the  1960’s  and 
one  of  the  main  projects  of  the 
board’s  agenda  this  year  is  a 
formal  dance  to  be  held  some¬ 
time  early  this  winter.  A  tuxe¬ 
do  rental  service  will  send  a 
representative  to  campus  and 
take  measurements  and  bring 
the  suits  to  campus  as  well  as 
pick  them  up  afterwards.  The 
cost  of  the  tuxedo  rentals  will 
be  $38.  A  sit-down  dinner  will 
precede  the  dance. 

“We  realize  the  cost  of  tux¬ 
edos  and  long  dresses,  but  we 
want  to  make  this  dance  dif¬ 
ferent  than  the  Homecoming 
and  the  Little  500  dance. 
Semi-formal  dresses  will  be 
permitted,  but  only  couples 
will  be  allowed  in.  We  are  in 
the  process  of  selecting  a  real¬

Reis  notes. 

Other  HSUB  activities  to 
watch  for  are  bonfires,  leader¬ 
ship  seminars,  an  art  print 
sale,  a  winter  carnival,  and  a 
five-day  fever  during  Little 
500  week.  “We  are  now  work¬ 
ing  on  getting  money  to  pur¬ 
chase  roller  skates  and  cross¬ 
country  skis,  but  unfortu¬ 
nately  this  will  not  happen 
until  next  year,”  Reis  con¬ 
cludes. 

The  union  board  oversaw 
the  remodehng  project  of  the 
Halleck  basement  by  doing 
much  of  the  creative  aspects 
of  the  job.
